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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendment including the limitation "connecting each pixel to at least one of the electrostatic 
.discharge devices" raises new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. The proposed amendment appears to raise 
a 1 12, 1st paragraph scope of enablement issue . 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that "the Examiner 
incorrectly equates the plurality of discharge devices of the present application to element 10, a protective circuit, of Shiraki" is not 
understood. Figure 1 of Shiraki clearly discloses a plurality of protective circuits 10. There is no reason why these protective circuits 
cannot be considered electrostatic discharge devices. Shiraki even discloses that they protect against input surge (see abstract). It can 
clearly be seen from Figure 1 of Shiraki that the protective circuit 10 is considerably more than one pixel pitch from the pixels. In 
response to Applicant's argument that "there is no teaching in Seraphim that would motivate one of ordinary skill in the art to provide a 
range for a pixel pitch 'between 1mm to about 1.5mm"' it is noted that the claim states "between about 1mm and 1.5mm". Therefore, 
Seraphim's teaching of a 1mm pitch reads on the claim. The motivation to combine was provide in the previous office action.. 
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
